| renewed, and to which he muſt come with an humble 
broken Heart, let me deſire thee to p t the queſtion to 


to part with it. herefore ſince it evidently appears 


thy own Heart, whether thou know ſt by Experience, 


what it is to repent of; and be truly humbled for Sin? 


And that thou may ſt know the better what I mean, ler 
me ask thee, Didſt thou ever yet ſeriouſly conſider What 
thy Condition is by Nature, and by reaſon of thy eare- 
leis ſinful.

In doing good, who heal'd Diſeaſes, caſt out Devils, pi- 
tied all that were afflicted, caught che Ignorant, pray'd 
"for poor Sinners; after all, behold. this bleſſed Jeſus, tt 
who had never in all his Life been guilty of the leaſt Sin 
in Thought, Word, or Deed; nor ever gave juſt Cauſe 
of Offence to any Man living; behold him, I fay, in the ma 
Garden a little before his Crucifying, ſorrowful even to

== chaſtiſad that we might haue peace, received ſtripes that

MWM. But yet I remember what our bleſſed Lord, 
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when he was going to ſuffer, ſaid! to the Women that 
followed him weeping, Lats 23. 28. Daughters of Fern- 
ſalem, _— nat for mt, but fur your ſelves ant your Chil ' 
dren; ſo ſay I, poor Sinners, weep not for Chritb out of 
2 kind of pity to him, that he ſhould unjuſt ly (as to 
Men) be put to ſo great Smart, but weep for your ſelves 
and your Sins that were the Cauſe. And this is that I 
chiefly intend under this Head, that ſeeing. Chriſt hath 8 
bore tuch an heavy Load upon rhy account, among the 
| reſt, thou may'ſt hence learn the true nature and deſertt 

of Sin, of thy on Sins which thou art wont: to make ſo 
light of. Certaiuly the very Torments of the Damned © 
do not ere p diſcover the Evil of Sin, and God's - 
hatred of it, than the Sufferings of Chriſt do. For it is 
evident, that the greatneſs of the Puniſhment, Where 
the Judge is knowing and upright, is a plain Argument 
of the greatneſs of the Offence; If you ſhould ſee a2 
Man by the way hung up alive in Chains, you would ſoon 
conclude it was for Murther, or fome the moſt horrid | 
Wickedneſs, that he was ſo dealt with. And as evident 
it is, that the worth and eminency of the Perſon whous 4 
puniſh'd, ſpeaks the Offence proportionably of -ahighet  } 
Nature. If we ſhould hear that a King, who is both jut 

and merciful, had cauſed his own Son's Right Hand co 
be cut off, we might well conclude there was ſome more 
than ordinary Caũſe; but eſpecially if he, being guilt - 
leſs himſelf, had ſuffered this for another Man's ſake, We 1 
ſhould reafonably infer, that it was a Crime of che high k 
eſt nature, for which was made ſo dear Satisfaction. 
Now what muſt we think when we ſee the LordiJeſus - 
upon the Croſs, who though he felt Pain and Sorrow, 
only as he was in our Nature, yet was that Nature ſo 
nearly united to the Divine, that it's ſaid, God purchaſed 
his Church with his own' Rao, Acts 20. 28. ſo 1 John 3. 
16. Hereby perceive we the love of Go, becauſe he la 
down his Life for us, that is, Chriſt, who was God as well 
as Man, laid, Cc. The like, to mention no more, _ 
find Phil. x. 6, 7, 8. If then we conſider one fo far ad-

Ceſt and leſſeneſt thy. Sins when thou ſhould'ſt repent of, 
thus blaſpheme God.

Death without any pity or remorſe; and heartily la- 
men thy on baſeneſs, in having fo long given loving

things, may we not in all reaſon conclude, chat the Sin

preſs its vileneſs. Good Reader, then let me perſwade | 
thee to judge of thy Sin by this evidence, and never 
more to hearken to thy own Fleſh, or to the ſubtle 
Temper, or thy fooliſh Companions, that would make 
thee believe there's no ſurt hurt in thoſe Sins that pleaſe 
thee, that thou need'ſt not be ſo careful to avoid them, 


perſwade thee that it is ſuch a matter of nothing to pro- 
voke God to anger, knows and feels the contrary in him- 
ſeif. So much hurt as there is in a Devil compared to 
an Angel, in Hell compared to Heaven, ſo much hurt 
he hath learnt there is in Sin. Beware, left thou come to 
learn it by ſuch ſad experience thy ſelf. But that I may 
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reſt ſay, that Chriit underwent greater Sufferings than 
he needed to have done, in order to make Satisfaction 
for our Sins, or that God laid on him more than in Ju- 
ſtice he ought, when he was become our Surety? If thou 
dar ſt not affir m either of theſe, beware how thou min- 
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and. bewail them; for by ſo doing, thou doſt in effect 


Bar; indict it for a Murtherer, as well thou mapꝰſt, ac- 
cuſe it as guilty of che bloody Death of the Lord of Life, 
ſhew all the Wounds and Stabs that it gave him; and

2. The next thing I would have thee to enlarge thy 
Meditations upon in the Sufferings of Christ, in order to 3 
the bringing of thee to a kindly Repentance, is that un- 
ſpeakable Love which is hereby manifeſted to the Sons of 
Men : .When I ſpeak of Repenrance, I mean not meerlx 
thy ſhedding of a few Tears, bur an inward change of 
thy Mind, as I before ſhewed, that thou ſhould'it turn 
from Sin to the Love of God; and I know not what can 
be more likely to produce this, than to ſhew thee rhe 2 
intolerable Evil and Miſehief of Sin, that thou 'may'ſt "0 
turn from it, and the infinite Goodneſs of God, that thou 1 
may ſt be drawn to him. Both theſe the Croſs of Chriſt 
moſt admirably holds forth; ſo that well might the Apo 
ſtle call Chriſt crucified, the Wiſdom of God, and the Power 
of God, 1 Cor. 1. 23, 24. How it ſhews the Evil of Sin 
to bring us to loath and leave it, I have already ſhewn, 
and ſhall do more in two following particulars." That 
which I would now ſer thy Thoughts upon, is the inc 
ceivable Love of God in giving Chriſt for us, and of 
Chriſt, in being willing to lay down his Life, that as m. 
ny 4s believe in him might not periſh, but have Everlaſting. 
Life. Conſider ſeriouſly how the great God hath-lent - 
after thee a poor Worm; the God whom thou had'ſt 
| fin'd againſt, makes thee offers of Peace; the God wo 
needs thee nor, yet appears defirous of thy Happineſs; 
| when he might have poured out Everſaſting Wrath up- 
on thee, he was willing to ſhew his Compaſſion. And 
ſee what he has done in order to thy recovery. He hach 
ſent his own Son, made of a Woman, made under the Lam, 4 
and delivered him to Death for aur Offences, and accepfe- 
ed of the Satisfaction he hath made on the behalf of all. 
that ſhall by him come to that God from hom theꝝ are 
88 b e fallin; 
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Deliverance from Hell, but a Glorious Kingdom that 
ſhall never fade, is purchas'd for all true Believers. So 
1. Thou ſeeſt plainly there is hope of Pardon and Accept- 
ance upon thy hearty Sorrow for, and Reſolution. againſt Sin, 
And whom would not this encourage to come in freely, 
acknowledging and proteſting againſt their former Back- 
lidings and Rebellions? If indeed thou waſt paſt hope, 
it were as good to keep thy Sins whilſt thou may'it, and 
make thy beſt of them. But this is not yet thy caſe; 
and if it hereafter ſhould be, thou may'ſt thank thy own 
Wwilfulneſs. For Jeſus Chriſt hath brought in 4 better 
bope © There is by him Liberty proclaim'd to the Cap- 
tie, Freedom to all that are Bound, Eaſe and Reſt to 
all that are Burdened, a Pardon to all that are Penitent. 
And what, will not this make thee ſtir? Is a Golden 
Scepter held forth, and wilt not thou lay bold of the 
Opportunity ? Is God willing to put up all the Affronts 
he hath received from thee, if thou wilt now come and 
ſubmit thy ſelf; and will not this bring thee in? Is he 
ready to be reconciled, and art thou backward? What, 
doſt thou rather hold off, becauſe he doth fo invite, and 
importune thee to him? Becauſe he is pleaſed with ſo 
much Earneſtneſs and Compaſſion to call thee off from 
Sin to himſelf; doſt thou the more ſecurely run on in 
Wickedneſs? Oh baſe Ingratitude, and meer Madneſs | 
Becauſe there is hope of Pardon diſcovered by the Goſ- 
pel, as procured by Chriſt, therefore, even therefore do 
- wretched Sinners harden their Hearts, and embolden 
themielves to continue at a diſtance from God, as if it 
was a matter of hothing to get their Peace made with 
them, or as if he muſt of neceſſity pardon and fave them, 
let them live as they liſt. Thus vilely do chey pervert 
the very deſigu of the Goſpel. Whereas were they in- 
3 reaſonable, they would acknowledge it to 
a maſt forcible Motive and Engagement to caſt away 
Siu, to hear that there was hopes of having Forgiveneſs 
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4 Favour from God.” If a company of Subjects Mou 


ebel againſt their Prince; what courſe: would be more 
ffectual in all probability to reclatm them, than to aſ-. 
ure Pardon to all that would throw down their Arms? 

But if they ſhould be ſo baſe as to abuſe the Merey f 
heir Prince, and think, becauſe he was ſo compaſſionate, 3 
hey might the ſafelier perſiſt in their Rebellion, it is 
but juſt they ſhould be defiroy'd. If Ay Hound ewe: 8 
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hen beware how thou abuſeſt the Grace of God: "Wi 
hou put away from thet the evil of thy doings,” waſh thee 
nd make thee clean, and ſo with Humility and'Submifs - _ 
jon fly to God for Mercy. If ſo, this Mercy throught” _ 
hrift, ſhall be aſſuredly thine. But otherwiſe, n 
here is not a word of Comfort for thee in the whole *' 7 
oſpel, nothing but what may ſtrike thee with Terror. 
or remember well, that the Death of Chriſt gives all A 
he encouragement in the World ro Repentance, but not 

he leaſt to Sin. Yea, it hath done more to deſtroy Sin 
han all the Terrors and Threatnings of the Law. Wel 
hen, tho' thou art a loft Sinner, departed from dd, 
once without hope, yet behold the God of Heaven ans 
Earth takes piry on thèee; he would not have thee ute. 
erly periſh, though thou haſt done ſo much ro'deſtroy ß 
thy lelf. He calls thee back to him, if thou wilt here 
and obey, and humble thy ſelf before him for thy depar=  _ 
ture from him, and for all the diſhonour done to his ho» 2? 
ly Name, and wilt now at length devote thy ſelf to nis 
Fear, thou need'ſt not doubt of his Favour. - Se then 2 
here's hopes of Mercy that may encourage all that hear 

n to Repennes,” tt a5 
2. And in the next place, there is ſo much "Love at 
| Goodnefs manifeſted in that Way, whereby this Meri is 
procured and tendered, that may ſerve to work upon due 
Hearts of all but flat Infidels, or brutiſſi Sinners that wil 
not be brought ſo much as once to conſider of it, or- 
riouſly regard it. Here is Love that paſſeth the full m. 
prehenſion of Men or Angels. Hefe are Myſteries and 
unſearchable Treaſures of Goodneſs : 'Wherein could 
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Cod commend his Love more to the fall'n World, rhar 
in giving his Son to dye for us when we were without 
belp? And what greater Love can be ſhewn, than that 

which Chriſt hath manifeſted in laying down his Life for 
his Friends? Nay, for Enemies, that they might be made 


Friends; for the ungodly, that he might reconcile them 


to God? Vile wretches that we are, no more to be al. 
fected with this amazing diſcovery of Divine Bounty. 
It's true indeed, there are many things we are yet igno- 
rant of, which makes this Love the leſs apprehended in 
its due dimenſions. Did we know more the infinite Ma- 

jeſty of God, and our Meanneſs compared to him, and 
- how-provoking a thing Sin is, and how contrary to his 


Nature; did we know more what ſtrange condeſcenſion 


there was in God's manifeſting himſelf in Fleſh, what bir- 
ter things our Bleſſed Saviour endured for our ſakes; 
did we know the greatneſs of that Miſery. he hath ſaved 
Believers from, and of the Glory he hath prepar'd for 
them ? Did weclearly know theſe and all other height- 


ning Circumſtances, our admiration and aſtoniſhment
